___ the question for the people at 
large cannot be settled merely by ad- 
vancing wages to these workers, since 
in the end the advance is saddled upon 
the general public, which makes up 
the extra cost to it hy advancing prices 
generally, and the former striker is no 
tetter off, if as well, than before his 
walkout. It Is just as true of the far- 
mer, who" may secure better prices for 
his products but in the end pays out 
the advance and probably more In in- 
creased cost, of whatever 
he bays. 


And it is doubtless true in other lines, 
as for example the mercantile, because 
the Dig advance ia selling prices is 
eventually met to large extent by ad- 
ditional wages, rents and overhead. 


Evidently this thing cannot go on 


forever. We cannot keep on increas- 
ing prices for everything, piling up a. 
towering structure which in the end 
must crack and crumble. Then, if no 
other plan is devised—if In short, we 
Just go blindly on—will cozne general 
financial, social and economic o\er- 
turn, and It must not be forgotten that 
anarchists and Bolshevists are look- 
leg and praying—if indeed they pray 
at all—for just that thing. 


"What, then, is the suggested rem- 


edy? Merely that each and every in- 
dividual cease so diligently to look oat 
for himself, end from this moment 
strive to order his acts along lines less 
selfishly individual.
